Council last night ordered Solicitor 
Gaston to notify the Street Railway 
company to live up to the require­ 
ments of their franchise, or at the ex­ 
piration of 30 days council would take 
the proper legal steps to revoke the 
franchise. 
This action was taken after the re­ 
port of Mayor Davidson had 
been 
read. 
The report of the mayor was as fol­ 
lows: 
To the Honorable Council of the City 
of East Liverpool, East Liverpool, 
0. 
Gentlemen—In compliance with your 
order of January 2, 1901, I have inves­ 
tigated the condition of the East Liv­ 
erpool and Wellsville Street Railway 
company’s tracks and crossings with 
special reference as to whether or not 
It is violating the conditions of its 
franchise and submit the following 
report: 
From the numerous complaints and 
from the best information obtainable, 
in my judgment, certain sections of 
the franchise granted to said street 
railway are being violated, towit: 
Section 2, section 5 and section 259. 
Section 2 reads: 
"The said grantees shall during the 
period of this grant so maintain the 
service of the roadway within 
said 
track and outside of T rail so that 
vehicles in said roadway shall not be 
obstructed in crossing said track at 
any point in and along said highway.” 
Judging from the numerous 
acci­ 
dents that have occurred and the ac­ 
cidents that are now almost dally oc­ 
curring it is my opinion that this sec­ 
tion has been and is now being vio­ 
lated, especially so on what is com­ 
monly known as the river road be­ 
tween Thompson’s pottery and Rals­ 
ton’s crossing. 
^ Section 5 of said franchise reads: 
The raid railway company agrees to 
place good and sufficient cars on said 
road.” 
From complaints which are receiv­ 
ed almost daily and from testimony ad­ 
duced I am led to believe that this 
section is violated by the said com­ 
pany, and that It does not furnish suf­ 
ficient cars to accommodate its pat­ 
rons. This Insufficiency of cars Is es­ 
pecially apparent between the hours 
of 6 and 8 o’clock a. rn. and between 
4 end n-30 p. m.

As to that part of the said railway 
operated by said company on what is 
known as Calcutta road it is apparent 
I to me that, either on account of insuf­ 
ficient or improper appliances on the 
cars or on account of the manner in 
which the road itself is constructed, 
or possibly for defects in both the cars 
and roadbed, travel upon this exten­ 
sion is unsafe. 
My 
opinion 
being 
based on the numerous serious acci­ 
dents which have occurred upon this 
road at different times. I have spoken 
to Manager Healy in reference to the 
matters mentioned and he assures me 
that any and all violations of their 
franchise shall have his prompt and 
careful attention. He also says that 
some of the extra cars for service 
during the busy part of the day have 
been purchased and are bere, and all 
the cars necessary to supply the de­ 
mand wMll be here shortly.

Beads are certainly the most ancient 
of all forms of the bedecking of the 
body unless we except the field and 
forest blossoms. 
Nobody knows who first Invented 
beads. Perhaps It was some primitive 
savage who found nuts or oak balls 
In the forest, drilled by the wood worm, 
and threaded them together on a stalk 
of grass. 
Anything aud everything 
with a hole In it served at the begin­ 
ning for 
beads—cowrie shells, 
fish 
teeth, claws of beasts, striped and 
spotted seeds and the like. 
But the 
great age of beads begau with the in­ 
vention of glass, and the Egyptians, 
Carthaginians and Phoenicians gener­ 
ally were skilled craftsmen at bead- 
making. 
Their methods were much 
the same as may be seen today in 
Venice or any other chief seat of the 
art. 
It would astonish many new wearers 
of beads to learn how immense is their 
production and how wide their dis­ 
tribution. 
Venice alone has long been 
accustomed to send forth every ten 
years 820,000 quintals of beads, worth 
05,000 lire, aud iii many other spots 
a steady manufacture is always pro­ 
ceeding to supply the Insatiable de­ 
mands of Zanzibar. 
The dusky belle 
must have her ornaments substantial, 
since they will pass through many a 
rude proof in cave and kraal. 
And 
your well made venetian bead will 
practjcally last forever, unchanged in 
beauty. There must be plenty of beads 
W’orn at this day in Africa which were 
left there by tile traders of King Solo­ 
mon. who trafficked to Ophir. or those 
more daring mariners of Tyre and Si­ 
don who sailed for trade to the land 
of Punt and perhaps even to the Zam­ 
bezi river.—Loudon Mail.

Beads are certainly the most ancient 
of all forms of the bedecking of the 
body unless we except the field and 
forest blossoms. 
Nobody 
knows who first Invented 
beads. 
Perhaps it was some primitive 
savage who found nuts or oak balls 
in the forest, drilled by the wood worm, 
and growl. 
I jest got to the winder I aud threaded them together ou a stalk 
of grass. 
Anything aud everything 
with a hole in it served at the begin­ 
ning 
for 
beads—cowrie 
shells, 
fish 
teeth, claws of beasts, striped and 
spotted seeds and the like. 
But the 
great age of beads began with the in­ 
vention of glass, and the Egyptians, 
Carthaginians and Phoenicians gener­ 
ally were skilled craftsmen at bead- 
making.
